On Hoveisber 7.7, 1963. the data of the aBsassination of the Prosldeiit, • 
EetecUves 0. F. Roso and R. S. StovaU arrived at the Honielde Office at ' 
approxlnatoly 2i00 This was as won after the killing aa ve could gat 
to the office. We vare In the office about 10 or 15 udmites «hen at approxl- 
iMtely 2«15 HI, Lee Harvey Oswald was brought Into the Homicide Office. V» ^ 
(Rom and Stovall) talked to hln triofly, obtaining his ID and name, end at 
about 2i30 W., Capt. Fritz, R. «. Sins, and E. U Boyd cane Into the office. 
Cimt. rntz instructed Detectives Roso and Stovall to fiet one additional aan 
and to ro Trvinc, Texas, Eset the County Officers and inaVe a search of the 
house at 2?15 V-«st 5th, Irving. This was the hecse where los Oswald' 8 wife 
lived with Ruth Paine, and Oswald stayed there on week ends. We tcoV Detee- 
tivo J. P. Adancik and Inrodtetely drove to ?5l5 Vest 5th, Trvlng «nd parked 
about one-half block from the Paine hone to await the arrival of the County 
Offieer9,after approxiiiately a LO-nlnute wait. Detectives Harry K. Weather- 
ford, E. W. (Buddy) Walthers, and J. L. Oxford of the Dallas County CID 
arrived. Ve instructed them of our mission and drove to the front of the Paine 
home. Detectives Adancik and two of th* County Officers went to the beck deor, 
end one county officer and Stovall and Rose went to the front door - Una 
approximataly 3j30 TO. tTpon stepping onto the front porch, wo could hear the 
TV and see two people eltUng In the living room. Ruth Paine answered our 
knock on the door. She was very cardial, and her first statenent after we 
presented our ID, was "Cone on In, we were expecting you. Just as soon as we 
heard whore it happened, we figured soneone would be out." Fhe invited M 
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to msVe a search of her hone at which ti»« ve began a nethodlcal esarch of 
tha bouse, for a list of iteas we tooV from this house «ea the attached 
Property Ust, At approxirataly 3ili5 VA m*aal Kalph Paine walked up the 
valltway and entered the house without VnocVing. He told Ruth Paine, *I 
hoard vh«re the President was ehot, and I caaie right on over to ioe If I 
could be of any help to you.* He also told her that he had just walked 
off the joh. At the supgcstlon of Karlna Ocwald, wife of Lee Harvey Oswald, 
we also TWido a search of the garage, which is attached to the Paine home. 
^trs. Oswald was asVod about her huiiband's rifle, and she stated that he had 
one, and that he kept It in the ^arape wra^ijed in a blanket. She was spoak- 
ing in Tiursian, and Suth Paine was Intorprcting for us. She pointed to a 
rolled-up blanket laying on the parape floor, and said, "That is vhore he 
keeps his rlHe". (in Puslan, interpreted by Ruth Paine) Also see attached 
Property List. After some confusion as to what to do with the children, 
Ruth Paine apreed to aocraspany Karlna Oswald to the Cily Hall, and va began 
loading the property that we wore confiscating for evidence into our car end 
into tho car of the Delias County Sheriff's office. About this tiino Kra. Bill 
Randall, who lives at 2h39 Vest 5th, Irving, approached Det. Adamolk and told 
hiw that her brother Vesley Frailer took Oswald to woric this morning, Kovember 
22, 1963, and that she saw Oswald carry scoethlng over to her brother's car 
and put it in the back seat. It was long and wrapped In paper or a box. She 
was suspicious. She said that her brother was viidtlng her father at Parkland 
Hospital, and we could reach bin there,. ' 
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W« placed Mlchsol PilpJi Paln« In the County Car, end KtrtJi Paine and 
Mariana Oavald and her two asiall ehlldron Into our car. Va drove tumadlataljr 
to the City Hall and paiVed our car in the taseiuBnt of the City Hall, We • 
broiifht Kichael Paine, Ruth Paine, Harlana Osvald, and her two snail children 
to the third floor, Bomlcide and Eothery Bureau Office, and then after a few 
minutes Bovod then to the Forgery Bureau Office, due to the crowded condition 
of the BoBicide Office, tine approxlRately 61OO PH. After e»tting the Paine* 
and Kr». Oswald Battled and while waiting for an Interpreter, we etarted try- 
InR to locate Vosley frazler. We contacted ParVland and found that Wealey 
Fraeler wa» not at Parkland Hospital. We nade a check of the Ir^vine Clinlei 
and found out via phone that Wesley was at the Inrtng Profe«sional Center 
visiting his father. Bet. Bosa called the Irving Police Ccpartsant and talked 
to Dot. Ke CaVe, who stated that he would Imoediately go to the Irving Profes- 
elorial Cantor and take Vosley Trailer into custody and instructed us to call hla , 
>'ack In 1? nlnutas to verify the arroet. We called Det. J. A. Ke Cate hack at 
atout 6sL5 re, and he Infoined us that he had effected the arrest of Wesley 
Prazier, and we could pick Fraslor up at the Irving Police Departitsnt. We 
(Dots. Hose and Stovall) drove IjninBdiately to Irving, arriving theie at ap- 
proxljiiat»ay 7tOO PH. We talked to Pet. Kc CaVe, and he agreed to acconpany 
us along with Wesley Praiier to the Irving Professional Center to make a soaroh 
of Wealey Frazler's car, a 1951 black Chevrolet, li dr., license VI 39?6. We 
Bade a thorough search of Frailer' a car with negative results, then proceeded 
to Fraeior's hone, ?Ii39 Vest 5th, Irving (1/2 hlodc froa the Paine hone) and 
Bade a search of the Pnndle hone (also Fraaler hone) and confiscated a 303 
calibre rifle, full dip, and partial box P3 calibre smiranitlon belonging to 
Wesley Frailer (placed In Property fiooia). After a while Wesley Fraaler' • 
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sister, lAnnie Randle, csn* In «n<J «h8, Unnl« Raadle, Vaslajr Frazlar, and a 
Hot. Cninpbla, of t|i« Irving Paptiat Church, wtro broueht to tha City Hall» 
Uoitlclds and Hotbory Offlea, vhere affidavits vara taken from Vaslcy Fraxiar 
and Linnla Handle f tlao approxlmotoly 9iOO Wi. Aftar flnlahlns tha affidavit, 
va (Dots. Eosa and Stovall) started back to Irving, Texas, vltti tha above 
vitnesses. About nldvay ve received a radio call to return to the office with 
tha vitnaasas. Ve twned aroond at Irving Boulevard and StowBons Expressway 
and drove back to City Hall, and Bet. F.oso called Capt. Frlt« by telejJitaie 
and Capt. ?rlts asked that we run Vesloy Frazlcr on the Polygraph machine. 
Ve took Trazler to the ID T»ureau, and Capt. DowJy called Det. B. D. I«wl« 
at hone. R. P. Lewla arrived on the fourth floor about llt20 W and conducted 
the Polyrrarh examlnatlcn until approxlBately 12ilO »?, U.-23-63. This ex- 
andnatioa was vltnscssd by Eats. Stovsll and Pose. The exanlnatlon shoued 
conclusively that Voslay Frazlar wa» truthful, and that the facts stated Vy 
Frailer In hla affidavit vero true (See bis Affidavit). Ke took Fraeier, his 
sister, and their ninlster bona and got off duty at 2iOO AM.
